~The grant of a franchise covering 


all the streets of Boston, to the new 
proposed competing telephone com- 
pany, is completed by the approval of 
the Mayor.

—The first lawsuit growing out of 


the steamer Portland disaster comes in 
the shape of a legal demand for 35000 
damage by Nathan Cohen, the father 
of Svlomon Cohen, one of the lost 
passenger, whose body was cast up by 
the waves at Nauset. The ground on 
which recovery is sought is one, among 
others, that the Portland was not a 
proper vessel for navigating this coast 
in the winter season, and that her 
equipment (notably in the matter of 
life preservers) was inadequate. The 
bill charges the company and its 
servants with negligence. 


Electricians have discoverd — that 
they can make a forge of a tank of cold 
heavily salted water and heat in it to a 
white heat all the tools used about a 
forge. A vessel made of wood or some 
other non-conductor of electricity is 
used. At the bottom of the vessel is 
laid a plate of metal, and to this is 
attached a wire entering through the 
bottom and conducting the current to 
the plate. In the edge of the tank is a 
metal strip, to which another wire is 
attached, or this wire may be attached 
to the tongs, sodering iron or whatever 
one is using at the forge. In a 
moment after the current is turned on 
the iron begins reddening with heat, 
and in a little while it is white. When 
the workman has done with his iron he 
turns the electric current off and 
plunges the iron into the tank to cool.

CITY COUNCIL. 


Absent members at Tuesday night’s 
meeting of the City Conncil were 
Councilman Cain and Nicoll. 

The Mayor forwarded the opinion of 
the City Solicitor on the widening of 
Water street where it is crossed by the 
tracks of the New Haven railroad. The 
opinion was that if said street had 
been laid out to a sufficient width but 
not built to it, the Commissioner of 
Public Works should build it to the 
required width. If the railroad will 
not widen between its tracks action 
should be taken under chapter 112 of the 
Public Statutes. Placed on file. 

The Mayor returned to the City 
Council without his signature the order 
increasing the salary of the Overseer 
of the Poor from $400 to $500 per year, 
giving as his reasons that the present 
salary was sufficient for the time 
actually demanded by the office, and 
that he was not aware that there had 
been any material increase in the 
duties of the office. 

The question was on passing the 
order over the mayor's veto, 

Councilman McGrath thought the pay 
of that office should be increased. $500 
was small for the amount of work 
done. It requires much time and 
money can be saved to the city. We 
can not geta man to take it unless 
there is a salary to compensate for the 
work done. 

Councilman Little said the Finance 
Committee had considered the matter 
carefully and it seemed to him that 
$400 was very low for an office of that 
kind,

Councilman Willard asked if the 
office paid any perquisite, to which 
President Pinkham replied that it did 
not, 

Councilman Little thought if we 


compared the salary of this office with 


any other department it is only about 
one-third of the lowest. 

Councilman Jameson asked = of 
Councilman Little if he knew the 
average time the oftice required, to 
which the latter replied he did not. 

Councilman Sidelinger also did not 
know. 

Mayor Sears was then asked, and re- 
plied that Mr, Bass’ predecessor gave 
one or two hours a week to the work. 
This year the city had been fortunate 
in having an overseer who could 
devote his time to the office. He could 
do no better than to quote ex-Mayor 
Adams in saying, that more time was 
given to the office than was necessary. 

Councilman Poland thought the 
salary sufficient if the office did not 
require the whole time. He thought 
there were men who would be glad to 
take the office and put in half of the 
time. 

Councilman Sidelinger hoped the 
council would not think the Finance 
Committee's report was because Mr. 
Bass was a good fellow. The Com- 
mittee thought the office was  under- 
paid, 

Councilman Merrick spoke of the 
school janitors who were obliged to 
give more time to their duties receiv- 
ing but $300 per year, also of the 
teachers who if they were in service 
fifteen years received the maximum 
pay of $500, yet we propose to raise the 


salary of an office that does not require 


over three days a week, 

Councilman Jameson thought the 
office was receiving all the salary it 
was worth, especially when compared 
with other salaries. He did not believe 
that $500 would get any better man 
than $400. 

Councilman Packard referring to the 
last speaker as the Councilman from 
the ‘* North End,’ said there were men 
who would pay to sit here in the City 
Council but they can not get here. 
When business is dull there is much 
demand upon the Overseer, and it is 
fortunate we have a man who can give 
his time to it. 

The Council refused to pass the order 
over the Mayor's veto, a two-thirds 
vote being necessary. The vote was:
